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NINETEENTH  ANNUAL  GATHERING 

The  nineteenth  annual  gathering  of  Pacific 
Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Religious  Society  of  Friends 
opened  on  Sunday,  August  15,  1965,  with  a Meet- 
ing for  Worship  held  in  the  gymnasium  of  St. 
Mary’s  College,  Moraga,  California.  Joy  was  ex- 
pressed in  the  ecumenical  spirit  which  prompted 
the  cooperation  between  Friends  and  Roman 
Catholics  in  making  possible  the  arrangements  for 
this  Yearly  Meeting.  Brother  Xavier,  Vice  Presi- 
dent of  the  College,  in  welcoming  Friends,  men- 
tioned that  this  was  the  first  time  a non-Catholic 
conference  had  used  the  campus. 

During  the  course  of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  the 
sense  of  fellowship  was  increased  on  a number  of 


occasions:  attendance  by  many  Friends  at  the 
early-morning  Mass;  informal  discussions  between 
Friends  and  the  Christian  Brothers;  sharing  of 
meals;  and  the  Brothers’  attendance  at  some  of  our 
Worship-Fellowship  groups,  at  plenary  sessions, 
and  at  the  final  Meeting  for  Worship  (during 
which  two  of  the  Brothers  gave  messages.) 

In  the  spontaneous  response  within  the  service 
of  the  mass  one  morning,  the  Brothers  sang: 

We  vray  for  the  Friends 
Who  are  our  brothers. 

May  God  bless  them. 

Copies  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  Epistles,  the  1965 
Discipline,  and  several  Quaker  books,  were  pre- 
sented to  St.  Mary’s  College  for  their  library. 


YEARLY  MEETING  APPROVED... 

— Recognition  of  Las  Vegas  (N.M.)  and  Pacific  Ackworth  as  new  Monthly  Meetings,  and 
the  establishment  of  Arizona  Half-Yearly  Meeting. 

— A Travel  Allowance  Policy  for  PYM  representatives  to  national  meetings  of  affiliated  Friends 
groups. 

— Use  of  the  newly  published,  revised  Discipline. 

— Establishment  of  PYM  Young  Friends  (college  age  to  thirty)  as  a formal  and  continuing 
body  within  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

— Increasing  the  annual  assessment  to  $7.00  per  member,  to  meet  next  years  larger  Budget. 

— Sending  letters  endorsing  their  stands  on  Vietnam  to  Senators  Morse  and  Gruening  and  to 
Governor  Mark  Hatfield;  also  writing  to  Canadian  Prime  Minister  Lester  Pearson  regard- 
ing the  Vietnam  situation. 

— PYM  participation  in  a national  program  of  Friends  Yearly  Meetings  to  appeal  for  a peace- 
ful solution  of  international  conflict. 

— Endorsement  of  Mexico  City  Meetings  minute  regarding  U.  S.  intervention  in  the  Domin- 
ican Republic. 

— Asking  Monthly  or  regional  Meetings  to  train  members  to  help  young  men  seeking  counsel 
about  conscientious  objection  to  war. 

— Co-sponsorship  (with  College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting ) of  a Quaker  vigil  at  Lawrence 
Radiation  Laboratory  in  Livermore,  California,  August  19-20. 

— Continued,  expanded  support  for  the  Friend  in  Washington  program  in  1965-66. 

— Recommending  that  Monthly  Meetings  develop  programs  leading  to  the  solution  of  social 
problems  in  their  communities. 

— A minute  of  concern  over  violence  in  our  cities. 

— A proposal  to  Governor  Brown  and  President  Johnson  for  specific  action  in  the  south-central 
area  of  Los  Angeles. 


New  Meetings 

Las  Vegas  (New  Mexico).  Meryle  Malcheski, 
Clerk,  gave  a lively  report  on  the  development  of 
this  Meeting,  which  was  recognized  as  a Monthly 
Meeting  by  New  Mexico  Quarterly  Meeting  in 
the  fall  of  1964.  The  Meeting  has  13  adult  mem- 
bers, and  now  has  its  own  Meeting  House.  (See 
March,  1965  Bulletin  for  more  details  about  this 
Meeting. ) 

Pacific  Ackworth.  Portions  of  the  report  and  re- 
quest by  Pacific  Ackworth  for  Monthly  Meeting 


status  were  read  by  Richard  Manners.  This  re- 
quest was  accepted  by  Orange  Grove  Monthly 
Meeting,  and  subsequently  by  Southern  Califor- 
nia Half-Yearly  Meeting.  Meetings  are  held  at 
Pacific  Ackworth  Friends  School,  and  the  adult 
membership  is  now  21,  with  a large  First  Day 
School  and  a number  of  active  attenders. 

Arizona  Half-Yearly  Meeting.  James  Dewees 
spoke  of  the  fellowship  gatherings  of  Arizona 
Friends  during  the  past  several  years,  which  have 
grown  to  include  the  need  for  business  and  so  to 
the  establishment  of  a Half-Yearly  Meeting.  Clara 
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Hum  is  Clerk,  and  sessions  are  held  in  the  spring 
and  in  the  fall. 

Travel  Allowance  Policy 

Yearly  Meeting  approved,  with  revisions,  the 
proposal  of  the  special  committee  named  by  the 
1965  Executive  Committee  to  study  travel  allow- 
ances for  PYM  representatives  to  various  national 
meetings  of  affiliated  Friends  groups.  Taking  into 
consideration  the  present  status  of  our  commit- 
ments to  these  groups,  which  group  should  assume 
the  travel  costs,  the  amount  of  such  costs  per  year, 
and  who  authorizes  the  expenditures,  the  com- 
mittee suggested  the  following  four  Plans: 

Plan  A — For  regularly  occurring  meetings,  to  be 
included  in  the  Budget  separately: 

— AFSC— $250/yr.  for  representation  to 
Philadelphia. 

— FCNL— $250/yr.  for  representation  to 
Washington,  D.C. 

— FWCC— $500/yr.  for  three  representatives  to 
triennial  conference. 

— Friends  United  Meeting  ( formerly  Five  Years 
Meeting)—  $80/yr.  for  one  representative  to 
Richmond,  Indiana  every  three  years. 

— Friends  General  Conference— $125/yr.  for 
one  representative  to  Cape  May  or  Michigan 
every  two  years. 

Plan  B— For  irregularly  occurring  meetings,  to  be 
paid  from  the  Clerk’s  Travel  Fund. 

— Representation  to  special  non-scheduled 
meetings,  such  as  the  first  general  planning 
session  of  Friends  World  Conference,  and 
other  similar  meetings  where  PYM  has 
approved  representation. 

— Representation  to  Young  Friends  of  North 
America  Conferences  and  other  designated 
youth  programs,  e.g.,  Quaker  Pilgrimage 

to  England. 

Plan  C — Standing  Committee  Budgets. 

These  should  include  travel  allotments  for  reg- 
ularly occurring  meetings  — e.g.,  the  Social  Order 
Committee  should  plan  for  a representative  to 
the  Friends  Race  Relations  Conference  every  two 
years. 

Plan  D — Special  Meetings 

Funds  should  be  raised  through  a special  effort 
of  the  Yearly  Meeting  to  aid  representatives  to 
attend  special  meetings,  such  as  the  Friends 
World  Conference  in  1967. 

Discipline 

After  several  years  of  intensive  and  dilligent 
work,  the  Discipline  Committee  presented  a 
newly  published,  revised  edition  of  the  Pacific 
Yearly  Meeting  Discipline.  PYM  received  it  and 
recommended  its  use  during  the  coming  year, 
looking  forward  to  its  adoption  in  1966. 

The  first  printing  is  3,000  copies,  available  at  a 
cost  of  80c  each.  Monthly  Meeting  representatives 
took  copies  back  to  their  home  Meetings.  Addi- 
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tional  copies  may  lie  purchased  from  Wanda  Un- 
derhill, 3962  Bettencourt  Court,  Fremont,  Calif, 
for  cost  plus  10c  for  postage  and  handling. 

Young  Friends 

Feeling  that  despite  fluctuation  in  attendance 
at  Yearly  Meeting,  a continuity  of  interest  has  de- 
veloped among  them  and  will  continue  in  the  fore- 
seeable future,  college-age  Friends  asked  Yearly 
Meeting  to  consider  them  as  a continuing,  organ- 
ized group,  to  be  known  as  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting 
Young  Friends.  They  will  have  their  own  officers, 
representation  to  the  PYM  Executive  Committee 
and  to  national  Young  Friends  conferences,  and 
have  their  income  and  expenses  included  in  the 
PYM  Budget.  Junior  and  senior  high  school  age 
Friends  will  be  known  as  Pacific  Junior  Yearly 
Meeting. 

The  group’s  request  was  received  with  enthu- 
siasm, and  they  were  encouraged  to  follow  orderly 
procedures,  especially  with  regard  to  good  record 
keeping,  to  help  assure  continuity.  Don  Keeler 
(Palo  Alto  Meeting)  served  as  Clerk  during  this 
Yearly  Meeting,  and  Pat  Stevens  ( Delta  Meeting) 
will  be  Clerk  for  the  coming  year. 

Their  activities  have  included  a silent  hike,  dis- 
cussions with  the  Christian  Brothers,  Quaker  Dia- 
logues, and  a meeting  with  a spokesman  for  the 
Free  Speech  Movement.  They  plan  to  hold  a silent 
retreat  during  the  Christmas  vacation. 

1965-66  Budget 

— For  Meeting  Action 

Finance  Committee  Chairman  Paton  Crouse 
presented  charts  and  graphs  to  indicate  clearly  to 
Friends  the  cost  trends  of  PYM  undertakings  dur- 
ing the  past  few  years.  Special  attention  was  given 
to  the  plan  for  financing  PYM  delegates  to  the 
1967  Friends  World  Conference  in  Guilford,  N.C. 
With  a three-year  FWCC  cumulative  reserve 
($1500)  and  a special  budget  provision  of  $525 
over  a two-year  period,  a total  of  $2,025  will  be 
available  for  the  15  delegates.  Approval  was  given 
for  apportioning  this  as  follows:  $275  each  for  the 
three  FWCC  representatives,  and  $100  each  for 
the  twelve  regional  representatives. 

The  Chairman  also  explained  several  items  in 
the  budget  which  called  for  substantial  increases, 
so  that  the  budget  total  is  $3,000  larger  than  last 
year’s.  This  increase  can  be  covered  by  raising 
the  annual  assessment  to  $7.00  per  member,  a 
change  approved  by  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

Vietnam 

— " For  Meeting  consideration 

The  Peace  Committee  recommended  Marloma 
Meeting’s  minute  proposing  letters  from  Yearly 
Meeting  to  Senators  Wayne  Morse  and  Ernest 
Gruening,  and  to  Governor  Mark  Hatfield,  en- 
dorsing and  commending  their  position  in  calling 
for  a halt  in  the  escalation  of  the  war  in  Vietnam. 
These  letters  were  sent,  and  Monthly  Meetings 
and  individual  Friends  were  urged  to  consider 
similar  letters. 


Yearly  Meeting  also  approved  a proposal  by 
Canadian  Friends  to  send  a letter  to  Canada’s 
Prime  Minister  Lester  Pearson  on  the  situation  in 
Vietnam.  This  letter  stated,  in  part: 

We  believe  that  the  Canadian  government  shoidd 
offer  nothing  that  will  encourage  the  further  enlarge- 
ment or  prolongation  of  this  or  any  other  war,  but 
should  remain  faithfid  to  its  tradition  for  peace- 
making services,  including  the  maintenance  of  the 
International  Control  Commission  for  Southeast  Asia. 
...  We  trust  that  Canada,  ivhile  preserving  good 
neighborly  relations  with  the  United  States,  will  not 
under  your  government  cease  to  further  the  prospect 
of  an  early  end  to  the  Vietnam  conflict. 

International  Conflict 

Yearly  Meeting  endorsed  a minute  from  the 
Peace  Committee,  approving  participation  in  a 
nationally  organized  program  to  appeal  for  a 
peaceful  solution  of  international  conflict.  A PYM 
representative  was  to  be  named,  and  will  consult 
when  appropriate  with  the  Clerk,  the  Peace  Com- 
mittee chairman,  and  the  Ministry  and  Oversight 
Committee  chairman.  The  complete  text  of  the 
Peace  Committee’s  minute  reads: 

In  recent  months  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  has  shown  itself  increasingly  ready  to  resort  to 
violence  to  further  what  it  conceives  to  be  our  national 
interest  abroad.  Friends  have  been  shocked  by  the  im- 
morality of  these  policies  and  appalled  by  the  in- 
humanity of  the  military  actions  carried  out  in  our 
name.  We  have  sought  to  express  opposition  by  letters 
to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  by  lobbying,  by 
vigils,  and  by  participating  in  teach-ins  and  other  edu- 
cational programs.  These  acts  have  been  short-term 
and  piecemeal,  and  in  no  case  have  they  represented 
a strong,  clear,  corporate  witness  of  the  Religious 
Society  of  Friends. 

As  F riends  we  are  unhappy  and  frustrated  at  the  in- 
adequacy of  our  response.  Only  a nationally  organized, 
continuous  program  with  a central  focus  on  Washing- 
ton, but  with  supporting  activities  in  local  commun- 
ities all  over  the  country,  could  begin  to  match  in 
importance  the  moral  crisis  in  which  we  find  ourselves. 
Only  a program  which  includes  the  full  range  of  activ- 
ity from  letter-writing  through  lobbying  to  public  wit- 
ness and  civil  disobedience,  giving  every  Friend  an 
opportunity  to  involve  himself  as  his  conscience  dic- 
tates, can  satisfy  the  requirements  of  complete  respon- 
sibility. 

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  welcomes  the  initiative  of 
the  Friends  Coordinating  Committee  for  Peace  in  can- 
vassing U.  S.  Yearly  Meetings  for  their  opinion  on  a 
proposed  nationally  organized  program  to  appeal  for 
the  peaceful  solution  of  international  conflict. 

However,  at  this  time  we  do  not  want  to  be  diverted 
by  a review  of  our  historic  peace  testimony,  nor  do  we 
want  our  effort  to  he  restricted  only  to  the  Vietnam 
crisis,  but  rather  to  express  our  general  opposition  to 
national  resort  to  violence. 

Also,  in  order  to  reflect  the  corporate  concern  of  the 
Religious  Society  of  Friends  and  to  involve  ourselves 
directly,  this  national  program  should  be  planned  and 
carried  out  by  and  in  the  name  of  Friends  Yearly 
Meetings.  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  stands  ready  to  send 
a representative  to  a meeting  of  representatives  of 
Yearly  Meetings  called  for  this  purpose. 

Dominican  Republic 

At  the  recommendation  of  the  Peace  Commit- 
tee, Yearly  Meeting  endorsed  the  action  of  Mexico 
City  Monthly  Meeting  in  writing  to  President 
Johnson  to  deplore  U.S.  armed  intervention  in  the 
Dominican  Republic.  Pointing  out  the  “serious 
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drain  of  the  reservoir  of  good  will”  towards  the 
United  States  by  Latin  American  countries  be- 
cause of  this  action,  the  letter  asked:  “Can  dis- 
regard for  the  legal  and  moral  commitments  to  the 
(OAS  and  UN)  charters,  whatever  the  motives 
invoked,  contribute  to  rule  of  law  for  a world  com- 
munity? Can  moral  leadership  and  world  respect 
be  maintained  through  a policy  of  intervention  in 
another  nation  merely  because  in  the  judgment  of 
of  the  invading  power  that  nation  is  in  danger  of 
having  an  ‘incompatible’  government? 

. . With  heavy  hearts  over  what  has  happened 
we  urge  an  end  to  fighting,  withdrawal  of  foreign 
forces,  reconciliation  and  the  establishment  by  our 
Dominican  brothers  of  institutions  of  social  jus- 
tice, non-violence  and  human  progress.  And  we 
further  urge  the  setting  up  by  the  United  Nations 
of  a readily  available  group  of  civilian  non-govern- 
mental experts  to  go  on  request  of  a country  to  its 
aid  with  their  good  services  for  conciliation  and 
mediation.” 

Conscientious  Objection 

For  Meeting  Action 

To  meet  the  needs  of  the  increasing  number  of 
young  men  seeking  counsel  concerning  conscien- 
tious objection  to  military  service,  Yearly  Meeting 
approved  the  Peace  Committee’s  suggestion  that 
Monthly  or  regional  Meetings  set  up  training  ses- 
sions for  couselors,  so  that  every  Meeting  will  have 
at  least  one  member  equipped  to  give  this  service. 
Friend  in  Washington 
— > For  Meeting  budget  planning 

Eugene  Boardman  of  Madison  ( Wis. ) Meeting, 
a professor  of  East  Asian  History,  will  serve  as 
Friend  in  Washington  for  1965-66.  He  hopes  to 
encourage  the  process  of  implementing  measures 
set  forth  in  the  AFSC’s  recent  book,  A New  China 
Policy.  PYM  approved  continued  support  for  this 
program,  and  authorized  the  Peace  Committee  to 
solicit  pledges  and  contributions  from  Monthly 
Meetings  and  individuals. 

A bi-monthly  report  from  the  Friend  in  Wash- 
ington will  be  published  in  the  Bulletin. 
Community  Problems 
For  Meeting  Action 

Responding  to  a minuted  concern  of  Orange 
Grove  Meeting,  brought  by  Mara  Moser,  Yearly 
Meeting  endorsed  the  Social  Order  Committee’s 
recommendation  that  Monthly  Meetings  make  a 
serious  evaluation  of  their  physical  and  human 
resources  with  a view  to  establishing  programs 
which  would  contribute  to  the  solution  of  social 
problems  in  our  communities. 

Urban  Violence 

After  prolonged  consideration,  a revised  version 
of  the  Social  Order  Committee’s  minute  concern- 
ing violence  in  our  cities  was  approved,  reading 
as  follows: 

We  are  concerned  with  the  violence  that  we  have 
seen  erupting  in  our  cities  and  are  aware  of  the  vio- 
lence that  was  there  prior  to  the  eruption.  We  are 
sensitive  to  the  lack  of  communication  between  our- 
selves and  people  living  in  the  ghettos,  and  deplore  the 
unemployment  and  deprivation  which  in  part  causes 


them.  We  urge  Monthly  Meetings  to  continue  to  seek 
greater  understanding  by  encouraging  their  individual 
members  to  be  available  to  those  communities  with 
the  help  and  guidance  of  the  American  Friends  Serv- 
ice Committee  and  other  appropriate  agencies.  We 
also  urge  Friends  to  seek  to  alleviate  fears  and  tensions 
existing  in  the  larger  community  which  result  from 
and  contribute  to  social  violence. 

South-central  Los  Angeles 

Yearly  Meeting  approved  sending  a letter  to 
Governor  Brown,  President  Johnson,  and  other 
government  officials,  proposing  the  development 
of  concrete  programs  to  alleviate  the  immediate 
suffering  in  the  south-central  area  of  Los  Angeles. 
Suggestions  included  a massive  rehabilitation 
program,  which  would  include  outright  grants 
as  well  as  loans  to  small  businesses  and  homes 
damaged  or  destroyed  during  the  recent  out- 
breaks, and  the  training  and  employment  of  the 
unemployed  of  the  area  in  rebuilding  their  own 
community. 

Friends  were  urged  to  relate  this  call  for  gov- 
ernment action  to  the  minute  approved  earlier 
regarding  their  own  creative  involvement  in  com- 
munity rebuilding. 

REPRESENTATIVE  COMM.  REPORT 

The  items  below  were  presented  for  information  to  the 
Yearly  Meeting  from  the  decisions  of  Representative  Com- 
mittee, made  at  its  sessions  on  August  14-15,  1965. 

FRIENDS  BULLETIN 

Because  of  increased  printing  costs,  the  annual 
subscription  rate  for  the  Friends  Bulletin  is  in- 
creased from  $2.50  to  $3.00,  beginning  in  Septem- 
ber, 1965. 

FRIENDS  WORLD  CONFERENCE 

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  will  be  allowed  fifteen 
delegates  to  the  1967  Friends  World  Conference 
in  Guilford,  N.C.  They  will  be  chosen  as  follows: 

— One  each  from  New  Mexico,  Arizona,  Mex- 
ico City,  and  Honolulu  (with  one  alternate  for 
each ) . 

— Two  each  from  Pacific  Northwest,  Willa- 
mette, College  Park,  and  Southern  California  re- 
gional Meetings  (wih  one  aternate  for  each). 

— Three  to  be  chosen  by  the  PYM  Nominating 
Committee  for  Consultation. 

Final  endorsement  will  be  made  by  the  1966 
Executive  Committee. 

YEARLY  MEETING  APPOINTMENTS 

All  PYM  officers  and  committee  chairmen  shall 
be  appointed  only  after  prior  consent. 

Committee  members  may  be  appointed  subject 
to  subsequent  consent.  Committee  chairmen  are 
responsible  for  notifying  such  members  and  as- 
certaining their  intention  to  serve. 

PERMANENT  SITE  COMMITTEE 
Caroline  Estes  (Chairman),  Bob  Barns,  and 
Reginald  Paget,  serving  as  a special  committee  on 
a Permanent  Yearly  Meeting  site,  brought  forward 
the  following  recommendations,  which  were 
accepted: 

— A three-year  cycle  for  a period  of  nine  years, 
revolving  the  yearly  meeting  among  Oregon 
(1966,  1969,  1972);  Southern  California  (1967, 
1970,  1973);  and  Northern  Californa  (1968,  1971, 
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1974)  with  the  hope  that  it  may  be  held  at  the 
same  location  in  each  area  during  this  time. 

— A standing  Permanent  Site  Committee,  com- 
posed of  three  members  named  by  College  Park 
Quarterly  Meeting,  plus  two  members  ( named  by 
the  Nominating  Committee)  to  represent  the 
southern  and  northwest  areas.  The  committee  will 
explore  all  the  facets  of  locating  a permanent  site 
for  Yearly  Meeting  during  the  next  nine  years, 
with  preference  for  Northern  California,  and  to 
report  to  the  Executive  or  Representative  Com- 
mittees as  their  findings  warrant. 

FRIENDS  SCHOOLS  COMMITTEE 

After  considering  various  proposals  from  the 
Education  Committee  in  regard  to  Friends 
Schools,  Representative  Committee  decided  to  set 
up  an  ad  hoc  committee  of  five  members  to  explore 
these  questions: 

— What  criteria  or  standards  are  useful  in  de- 
ciding when  a school  is  rightfully  designated  a 
Friends  school? 

— How  can  Yearly  Meeting  function  most  use- 
fully to  supplement  what  is  being  done  by 
Monthly  and  regional  Meetings  in  relation  to 
Friends  schools? 

— What  are  the  recommended  patterns  for  pro- 
viding scholarship  and  loan  assistance? 

— Is  Yearly  Meeting  ready  to  support  a stand- 
ing committee  on  Friends  schools?  What  should 
be  its  functions? 

The  committee  is  expected  to  report  its  findings 
to  the  1966  Representative  Committee. 

MEDITATION 

Below  is  the  complete  text  of  a meditation  com- 
posed by  the  Clerk  and  read  at  the  opening  of  a 
gathering  which  followed  a difficult  session  on 
ways  to  deal  with  social  problems. 

Lift  us  above  our  human  iveaknesses  of  im- 
patience with  each  other;  of  our  frustration  with 
our  lack  of  quick  solutions  to  social  and  political 
problems,  so  that  ice  might  sai/: 

“Father,  this  is  your  day,  the  day  you  have  made. 

Reveal  to  me  the  work  of  this  day  — 

Show  me  Thy  decisions,  not  mine. 

Let  Thy  will  alone  be  the  motivating  and  acti- 
vating principle  of  my  life.” 

Help  us  come  to  terms  with  our  corporate  and 
individual  feelings  of  guilt  that  we  have  not  been 
able  to  find  a way  to  transform  our  lives,  so  that  we 
might  help  men  find  Thee  wherever  they  are  and 
whatever  they  call  Thy  name.  Then  we  may  truly 
understand  that  “ the  good  of  the  village  {Meeting; 
society}  depends  upon  the  strength  and  energy 
with  which  each  man  in  his  heart  wills  what  is 
good.” 

Move  us  beyond  words,  so  that  our  action  may 
be  clear  and  wise. 

Let  us  not  despair  of  mankind  and  surely  not  of 
each  other. 

Open  our  hearts  and  minds  so  that  we  may  know 
one  another,  so  that  we  may  “hear”  one  another 


even  though  we  do  not  understand  or  cannot  speak 
the  words. 

Give  us  a sense  of  perspective  — “I  am  with  you 
always.” 

Give  us  a sense  of  humility  — God  needs  no  in- 
struction from  us.  “If  you  ask  me  I will  give  you 
water.” 

Give  us  a sense  of  courage  — help  us  take  one- 
step-at-a-time  and  risk  failure  and  defeat. 

Give  us  a sense  of  faith  — that  there  is  an  an- 
swer, and  that  the  search  will  make  us  free. 

“Let  your  minds  be  remade  and  your  whole 
nature  thus  transformed.  Then  you  will  be  able  to 
discern  the  will  of  God,  and  to  know  what  is  good, 
acceptable,  and  perfect.” 

STATE  OF  THE  SOCIETY 

At  the  first  evening  session,  members  of  the  Min- 
istry and  Oversight  Committee  presented  some 
thoughts  and  questions  regarding  the  spiritual 
state  of  the  Society  of  Friends  in  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting.  Encouraging  signs  are  growth,  especially 
the  large  number  of  children  and  Young  Friends; 
earnestness  of  the  search,  humility  and  eagerness 
to  learn,  the  bubbling  life  and  joyous  spirit.  More 
disheartening  are  a sense  of  uncertainty  — a kind 
of  wistfulness  in  our  searching  — aridity,  vocal 
ministry  that  does  not  come  from  the  depths,  lack 
of  preparation  for  Meeting  for  Worship,  and  a ten- 
dency to  create  “in-groups”  and  “out-groups.” 

It  was  suggested  that  a Meeting  might  do  well 
to  ask  itself  some  searching  questions  at  the  times 
when  it  takes  in  new  members.  We  need  to  feel 
ourselves  as  a community  of  searching  souls,  with 
bonds  of  love  and  fellowship,  rather  than  as  a 
group  of  individuals  gathered  together  for  their 
own  purposes.  To  do  this,  we  have  two  art  forms: 
silence  (creative  listening)  and  the  vocal  ministry 
( poetry ) . Of  vital  importance  is  how  we  build 
into  our  lives  what  speaks  to  us. 

Other  Friends  spoke  of  our  lack  of  a revolution- 
ary peace  witness,  of  the  needs  of  isolated  Friends 
for  more  effective  communication,  of  the  necessity 
to  be  sensitive  to  each  other  within  the  meeting 
community,  and  of  the  importance  of  being  ready 
to  receive  as  well  as  to  give. 

NON-VIOLENCE  IN  DAILY  LIFE 

Ross  Flanagan  ( Berkeley  Meeting ) spoke  of  the 
appreciation  of  New  York  Yearly  Meeting  for 
PYM’s  cooperation  in  the  program  of  rebuilding 
burned  churches  in  Mississippi.  New  York  Yearly 
Meeting  is  now  sponsoring  a program  concerning 
the  practical  application  of  non-violence  in  the 
everyday  lives  of  Friends.  Ross  is  taking  leader- 
ship responsibility  for  this  undertaking.  The  con- 
cern is  to  challenge  Friends  to  become  involved  in 
facing  the  conditions  and  the  spirit  of  violence 
which  pervade  so  much  of  our  community  and 
national  life.  It  hopes  to  assist  Friends  to  find  ways 
to  respond  creatively  to  encounters  of  violence, 
and,  if  necessary,  to  be  prepared  to  place  them- 
selves literally  between  belligerents  in  a violent 
situation. 
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EPISTLE 

To  Friends  Around  the  World: 

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  convened  for  its  nineteenth  annual  session  at  St.  Mary’s  College, 
Moraga,  California.  We  rejoiced  in  the  cordiality  of  the  Christian  Brothers  as  they  shared 
their  cloistered  campus  and  worship  with  us.  We  were  reminded  of  George  Fox’s  words  to 

the  Pope,  “In  the  mystery  of  Godliness  is  the  fellowship  everlasting.” 

As  we  listened  with  appreciation  to  the  reading  of  epistles  from  Yearly  Meetings,  we 
felt  related  to  the  historical  continuity  of  Friends.  Nurtured  by  our  past  and  encouraged 
by  the  report  from  our  Friends  in  the  Orient,  we  reached  out  to  the  future  in  our  expecta- 
tion of  further  visitation  to  mainland  China  by  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  Friends. 

We  celebrated  the  significant  growth  of  new  Meetings  and  worship  groups,  joyfully 
welcoming  the  organizing  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  Young  Friends.  We  were  glad  for  the 
vitality  of  our  Junior  Yearly  Meeting.  They,  together  with  the  younger  children,  made  up 
half  this  year’s  attendance.  Present  with  this  joy  was  our  sense  of  ineffectiveness  as  violence 
rises  about  us.  We  sought  creative  responses.  We  committed  ourselves  to  an  organized  con- 
tinuous program  focused  in  Washington  and  implemented  by  Yearly  and  Monthly  Meet- 
ings in  a full  range  of  peace-seeking  activities  from  corporate  prayer  and  letter  writing  to 
public  witness,  giving  every  Friend  an  opportunity  to  involve  himself  as  he  feels  led. 

Shocked  by  the  catastrophic  events  which  occurred  in  Los  Angeles  during  Yearly  Meet- 
ing, we  recognized  our  responsibility  to  attempt  reconciliation.  We  asked  ourselves,  how 
can  we  build  the  rooted  community?  Whence  comes  the  regenerated  spirit? 

Lift  us  above  frustration  with  our  lack  of  quick  solutions  to  social  and  political 
problems.  Move  us  so  that  our  actions  may  be  clear  and  wise.  Let  us  not  despair 
of  mankind  and  surely  not  of  each  other.  May  we  be  open  always  to  the  leading 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.

THE  QUALITY  OF  WORSHIP: 

HOWARD  BRINTON 

At  the  ninth  plenary  session,  our  beloved  Friend 
Howard  Brinton  spoke  of  the  widespread  concern 
for  the  spiritual  quality  of  our  Meetings  for  Wor- 
ship. He  reminded  us  that  this  concern  has  existed 
from  the  very  beginning  of  the  Society  of  Friends. 
Although  we  are  said  to  be  becoming  more  secu- 
lar, perhaps  because  of  automation  and  other  sci- 
entific developments  and  because  of  our  living  in 
urban  areas  away  from  the  rhythms  of  nature,  it 
may  be  that  only  our  terminology  has  changed, 
and  that  we  are  just  as  religious  as  ever. 

He  reminded  us  that  Friends  are  not  opposed 
to  forms  as  such,  but  only  when  they  are  empty. 
We  need  to  become  aware  of  the  nature  and  power 
of  symbols,  which  are  the  language  of  the  soul. 
They  can  help  us  to  recapture  the  sense  of  mystery 
which  is  necessary  for  true  religious  experience. 

Early  ministers  of  the  Society  of  Friends  re- 
corded in  their  journals  the  ways  in  which  they 
prepared  for  worship,  often  reading  the  Bible  and 
then  sitting  in  silence.  Today,  too,  Friends  might 
use  this  or  a similar  approach  to  help  focus  them- 
selves before  coming  to  Meeting. 

Just  as  life  can  be  produced  only  by  life,  so  only 
the  spirit  can  produce  spirit.  The  clue  to  the  true 
worshipping  community  is  the  discovery  by  the 
early  Christians:  “We  have  passed  from  death 
unto  life  because  we  love  the  brethren.” 


AFSC  REPORT:  ANNA  BRINTON 

In  her  inimitable  style,  Anna  Brinton  spoke  of 
the  work  of  the  American  Friends  Service  Com- 
mittee, now  nearing  its  fiftieth  anniversary.  The 
key  phrase  used  by  the  Committee  is:  “If  a suitable 
person  becomes  available,”  a maxim  particularly 
applicable  at  this  time,  since  Colin  Bell,  the  Exec- 
utive Secretary,  is  about  to  retire.  (Anna  Brinton 
pointed  out  that  retirement  at  the  AFSC  “doesn’t 
mean  stop.  It  means  become  a volunteer!”) 

In  addition  to  new  developments  in  several 
areas  of  the  United  States,  the  AFSC  has  also  be- 
gun planning  a project  in  the  slums  of  Saigon,  in 
cooperation  with  the  Buddhists.  The  AFSC’s  guid- 
ing principle  is  summed  up  by  this  quote  from 
Joseph  John  Gurney:  “We  pray  that  we  may  have 
a more  fervent  sense  of  our  inspiring  and  demand- 
ing vocation.”

We  spoke  as  individuals  to  individuals.  Finding  a reciprocation  of  thoughts  in  candid  yet 
respectful  discourse  was  a joy  to  those  who  participated.  We  felt  that  we  reached  that  level 
of  understanding  which  we  constantly  seek. 

In  addition  to  nurturing  spiritual  experience,  the  Young  Friends  became  a unified  cor- 
porate body  officially  recognzied  within  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting.  With  this  recognition  it 
became  evident  to  Young  Friends  that  this  new  freedom  presupposes  greater  responsibil- 
ity. The  aceptance  of  this  responsibility  presents  a formidable  but  challenging  opportunity 
for  the  development  of  closer  interdependence  within  the  Yearly  Meeting.

Although  hopeful 
of  making  contacts  with  Friends  and  other  Chris- 
tians formerly  known  to  Friends  in  the  west,  only 
one  was  possible,  and  that  by  telephone.  Despite 
heavy  propaganda  against  what  is  called  Amer- 
ican imperialism,  friendship  is  expressed  for  the 
American  people;  and  Russell  McArthur  found 
nothing  but  friendly  treatment  from  the  Chinese 
people  and  their  officials.

His  report  mentioned  the  improved  food  pro- 
duction, progress  in  control  of  water  resources,  the 
significant  expansion  of  educational  facilities  and 
enrollment  at  all  levels,  the  growth  of  industry 
under  great  handicaps  but  exhibiting  much  in- 
genuity, and  the  difficult  but  improving  conditions 
of  the  people’s  livelihood  in  general. 

Russell  McArthur  concluded  his  talk  in  the 
hopeful  belief  that,  despite  the  efforts  of  military 
propaganda  and  training,  the  traditional  Chinese 
aversion  to  militarism  seems  to  remain  very  much 
a factor  in  the  lack  of  a warlike  spirit.  He  strongly 
urged  Friends  to  explore  ways  of  increasing  per- 
sonal contacts  with  the  Chinese  people  through 
intervisitation,  which  was  recognized  as  difficult 
but  far  from  impossible. 

( Note:  Russell  McArthur  plans  to  write  a more 
detailed  report  about  his  China  trip  for  the  Bulle- 
tin later  this  fall. ) 

CHILDREN’S  PROGRAM 

Ruth  Dart  Smith  was  chairman  of  a group  of 
volunteers  who  planned  and  carried  out  the  excel- 
lent children’s  program  at  Yearly  Meeting.  Chil- 
dren from  kindergarten  through  sixth  grade  had 
Worship  from  8:30  to  10:00  each  morning,  includ- 
ing stories  and  singing,  followed  in  the  later  morn- 
ing by  a crafts  program  for  each  grade,  based  on 
the  theme  “Indians  of  California.”  The  older  chil- 
dren made  field  trips  to  the  Lowie  Museum  of 
Anthropology  and  the  Oakland  Museum. 

The  library  and  music  rooms  of  the  college  were 
open  during  the  afternoon;  supervised  swimming 
was  available  in  the  gym;  and  carpentry  and  pot- 
tery projects  were  held  outside  one  of  the  build- 
ings. Movies,  usually  on  an  Indian  theme,  were 
shown  in  the  evenings,  and  on  the  last  night  the 
children  got  to  see  real  Indian  dances  in  the  am- 
phitheatre, followed  by  a campfire. 

Nursery  school  and  baby  care  was  set  up  in  one 
of  the  dorms  for  the  youngest  children. 

The  effort  and  efficiency  that  went  into  planning 
and  organizing  this  program  helped  substantively 
to  make  this  Yearly  Meeting  a happy  one  for  both 
children  and  their  parents. 


STATISTICAL  REPORT 

As  of  June  1,  1965,  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  had 
a total  of  1560  adult  members,  an  increase  of  82 
over  last  year.  This  gain  came  from  75  new  mem- 
bers by  convincement,  68  transfers,  and  10  former 
Junior  Members  now  adults.  Losses  were  14  by 
death,  37  by  transfer,  and  18  by  release  or  with- 
drawal. 162  members  of  non-PYM  Meetings  at- 
tend our  Meetings,  and  there  about  650  attenders. 
Of  1150  children  in  the  Meetings,  703  are  Junior 
Members. 

Thirty-one  out  of  the  40  Meetings  have  had 
First  Day  Schools  this  past  year,  and  27  have  a 
regular  course  of  study  for  adults.  Subjects  con- 
sidered were:  the  life  and  teaching  of  Jesus,  the 
Acts  of  the  Apostles,  Quaker  history  and  person- 
alities, the  Discipline,  membership,  mysticism,  ob- 
stacles to  the  spiritual  life,  social  concerns  related 
to  cybernation,  techniques  of  communication,  civil 
rights  and  fair  housing,  and  the  arts. 

Some  of  the  books  and  pamphlets  used  were: 
Contemporary  Moral  Issues  (ed.  by  Harry  Gir- 
vertz);  Witnesses  to  the  Truth  (Hamilton);  The- 
ology of  Culture  (Tillich);  Building  Tomorrow 
(David  Richie);  Readings  from  World  Religions 
(Champion  and  Short);  Jesus,  the  Man,  Mission, 
and  Message  (Milo  Connick). 

A number  of  public  meetings  were  held  on  such 
concerns  as  Mississippi  burned  churches,  Viet- 
nam, race  relations,  the  United  Nations,  and 
human  rights.  Several  Meetings  had  benefit  or  fru- 
gal meals  to  raise  money  for  projects,  such  as  the 
burned  churches.  Over  100  Friends  participated 
in  work  camps  or  AFSC  projects. 

Joining  with  other  groups.  Friends  have  spon- 
sored Councils  on  Human  Relations,  work  towards 
abolition  of  capital  punishment,  and  Peace  Infor- 
mation Centers.  Other  projects  were  support  for 
children  in  foreign  countries,  prison  visitation  and 
assistance  to  prison  families,  collecting  5600  lbs. 
of  paper  for  Angola  refugees  in  the  Congo,  send- 
ing a truckload  of  chairs  to  Mississippi  churches, 
all -day  retreats,  and  neighborhood  Christmas 
caroling.

TERMINOLOGY  INTEREST  GROUP 

A good  many  Friends  heard  Howard  Brinton 
review  the  background  of  the  terminology  of  our 
committees  on  Worship,  Ministry,  Counsel,  and 
Oversight  at  an  interest  group  sponsored  by  the 
Discipline  Committee. 


The  chairman  of  the  meeting  noted  that  only 
three  of  our  Monthly  Meetings  have  separate  com- 
mittees on  Worship  and  Ministry  and  on  Over- 
sight, as  recommended  in  the  Discipline.  The  rest 
have  joint  committees  most  often  called  “Ministry 
and  Oversight,”  but  in  many  instances  called 
“Ministry  and  Counsel,”  with  these  single  commit- 
tees expected  to  cover  all  the  functions  of  both 
committees. 

Howard  Brinton  observed  that  the  early  Chris- 
tian churches  were  slow  to  develop  special  offices. 
Christians  were  cautioned  at  first  only  not  to  inter- 
rupt each  other  while  speaking.  Ministers  and 
Elders  were  In  time  recognized,  with  the  term 
“bishop”  used  by  the  end  of  the  First  Century  to 
mean  the  same  as  “overseer.” 

The  first  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends  was  a meet- 
ing of  Ministers  who  came  together  “to  strengthen 
and  criticize”  each  other.  Later,  a number  of  Elders 
were  selected  in  each  Monthly  Meeting,  in  effect 
to  represent  the  listeners.  Eldership  was  consid- 
ered a gift,  and  Elders  were  expected  to  give  help- 
ful advice  to  those  led  to  speak  in  Meeting.  Meet- 
ings of  Ministers  and  Elders  were  at  first  select; 
later,  such  Meetings,  with  which  every  Quarterly 
and  Yearly  Meeting  began,  were  open.  There  was 
a tendency  for  Elders  to  assume  too  much  author- 
ity; the  refusal  of  Elders  to  allow  Elias  Hicks  to 
speak  in  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  was  a cause 
of  the  separation  of  1829.  The  recording  of  Minis- 
ters tended  to  make  a division  of  functions  within 
a Meeting.  In  recent  times,  this  practice  has  gen- 
erally been  dropped,  and  the  “Meeting  of  Minis- 
ters and  Elders”  was  changed  to  the  “Meeting  on 
Ministry  and  Counsel.”  With  the  reunion  of  the 
two  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meetings  in  1956,  this 
latter  name  was  changed  to  the  “Meeting  on  Wor- 
ship and  Ministry.” 

The  Committe  of  Overseers  was  evolved  at  an 
early  time,  to  have  oversight  especially  of  the  per- 
sonal conduct  of  members.  They  dealt  with  such 
matters  as  drunkenness,  financial  irresponsibility, 
quarreling,  and  care  for  widows  and  orphans. 

During  the  interest  group  discussion,  Friends 
told  of  the  varied  usages  in  their  Meetings.  There 
was  concern  that,  with  only  one  committee  func- 
tioning, the  spiritual  life  of  the  Meeting  tends  to 
be  neglected.  Is  worship,  which  is  basic  both  to  a 
living  silence  and  a helpful  vocal  ministry,  being 
“squeezed  out”  of  consideration  by  our  commit- 
tees? Ministry  should  be  thought  of  as  having 
other  aspects  than  speaking.  Are  we  assuming,  or 
shirking,  our  responsibility  to  counsel  members  in 
personal  and  family  trouble?  It  was  agreed  that, 
whatever  names  and  forms  we  use  for  these  com- 
mittees, it  is  important  that  we  know  what  their 
functions  are,  and  that  we  carry  them  out.

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STATE  OF  THE  SOCIETY  REPORT: 

WILLAMETTE  QUARTERLY  MEETING 

To  attempt  a portrait  of  the  life  of  Willamette  Quarterly 
Meeting  is  both  rewarding  and  frustrating.  [Although] 
there  is  much  of  the  spirit  and  the  substance  that  cannot  be 
caught  and  conveyed  by  words,  there  is  value  to  be  at- 
tained through  the  retrospect  of  worship,  action,  discussion 
and  the  silent  touch  of  the  essence  of  individual  and  corpo- 
rate spirit. 

A deeply  felt  concern  about  the  development  and  main- 
tenance of  meaningful  relationship  among  the  groups  and 
individuals  associated  with  Pacific  Yearly  Meetings  culmi- 
nated in  a statement  approved  at  the  February  Meeting, 
and  was  shared  with  PYM  by  sending  it  to  the  Executive 
Committee  for  consideration  and  action, 
individuals  with  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  culminated  in  a 
statement  approved  at  the  February  Meeting,  and  was 
shared  with  PYM  by  sending  it  to  the  Executive  Committee 
for  consideration  and  action. 

Questions  about  the  relationship  of  Monthly  Meetings 
with  the  AFSC  activity  in  the  region  have  been  explored. 
This  examination  revealed  the  need  for  better  communica- 
tion, and  also  showed  the  difficulty  of  finding  adequate 
opportunity  to  use  the  interest  and  talents  of  individuals 
and  Meeting. 

A Ministry  and  Oversight  Committee  was  established, 
and  became  engaged  in  tasks  intended  to  fulfill  its  three- 
fold responsibility:  ( 1 ) to  serve  as  a means  of  communica- 
tion between  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  and  Monthly  Meet- 
ings, ( 2 ) to  assist  Monthly  Meetings,  and  ( 3 ) to  enhance 
the  spiritual  life  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting. 

The  last  weekend  in  May,  1965  found  almost  100  persons 
participating  in  a Quarterly  Meeting-sponsored  retreat  at 
Silver  Creek  Falls  State  Park.  Those  present  indicated  a 
strong  personal  response  to  the  intent  of  the  gathering:  to 
provide  an  unhurried  and  somewhat  prolonged  opportunity 
for  individuals  to  share  time  and  some  activity,  to  play  and 
to  worship,  to  talk  and  to  be  silent,  to  touch  lives  in  an  out- 
of-the-ordinary  way. 

The  Quarterly  Meeting  has  extended  and  enriched  its 
experience  through  participation  in  the  PYM  Race  Rela- 
tions workshop  in  Berkeley  last  December,  and  in  the 
National  Conference  on  the  U.  S.  and  China,  held  in 
Washington,  D.  C.  in  April.  The  reports  of  our  representa- 
tives have  given  insight  into  problems,  and  have  generated 
a new  sense  of  opportunity  and  responsibility. 

Though  the  activity  of  Young  Friends  may  at  times  re- 
semble the  undirected  popping  of  corn,  it  becomes  evident 
when  reviewing  the  past  year  that  their  energy  has  been 
directed  towards  exploring  the  world  without  and  the 
world  within.  There  has  been  much  attempted  and  much 
gained  in  the  eldering-youngering  relationship.  The  Young 
Friends  have  developed  ways  to  work  out  their  own  pat- 
terns within  the  broader  community  of  the  Quarterly 
Meeting.  In  October,  Young  Friends  travel  to  Washington 
and  British  Columbia,  and  in  May  they  receive  northern 
visitors  in  Oregon,  sharing  worship,  thoughts,  and  activity. 
In  April,  a several-day  outing  on  the  Oregon  coast  included 
the  renewal  of  personal  contact,  opportunities  for  worship 
and  open-air  recreation,  and  a discussion  on  the  pressures 
of  school.  The  1965  summer  Young  Friends  camp  will  cen- 
ter at  Waldo  Lake  in  the  Oregon  Cascades,  with  planning 
and  leadership  being  the  responsibility  of  Oregon  Young 
Friends.  The  Junior  High  group  will  remain  at  the  lake, 
while  the  Senior  High  people  will  back-pack  for  the  week. 
The  camp  serves  as  a special  time  of  testing  and  discovery. 

One  of  the  four  Monthly  Meetings  associated  in  Willa- 
mette Quarterly  Meeting  expressed  recognition  of  the 
“need  for  sensitive  communication  with  our  members  of 
all  ages.”  The  challenges  faced  by  the  depletion  of  mem- 
bership in  one  group  brought  a rededication  to  the  deep- 
ening of  the  life  of  the  Meeting.  The  same  group  found 
reward  in  a sharing  of  concern  and  participation  in  reli- 
gious education.  They  also  gained  a rewarding  opportunity 
in  the  investment  of  time,  energy  and  skill  by  contributing 
materials  for  use  in  the  Foreign  Service  program  of  the 
AFSC.  Members  of  another  Meeting  commented  that  “our 
humility  has  . . . resulted  ...  in  more  sensitivity  to  others 


and  more  openness  to  the  ideas  of  others.”  Its  members  are 
reported  to  be  “more  ready  to  receive  the  spirit.”  They 
“confess  to  strong  feelings  of  frustration  because  of  the 
discrepancy  between  what  we  want  to  do  and  be,  and  the 
time,  energy  and  personnel  needed  to  work  toward  these 
ideals.”  Another  Meeting  reported  on  the  new  and  enrich- 
ing sense  gained  in  the  worship  experience  through  the 
second  year  of  participation  by  children  in  the  full  period 
of  worship.  It  has  enhanced  the  spiritual  quest  and  made  it 
a more  genuine  corporate  endeavor  by  continuing  the  life 
of  the  family  within  the  life  of  the  larger  group. 

Willamette  Quarterly  Meeting  hopefully  provides  op- 
portunity and  support  for  the  searching  toward  and  the 
discovery  of  the  Spirit  and  the  meaning  of  life.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 

LATE-ARRIVALS  AT  MEETING 

This  year’s  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  was  a great 
experience  in  many  ways,  but  there  was  an  ele- 
ment that  disturbed  me  greatly  — the  breaking  of 
the  silent  worship  by  late-arriving  Friends.  This 
problem  was  aggravated  by  the  noisy  flooring  of 
the  gymnasium  where  Meeting  was  held,  and  yet 
Friends,  knowing  that  their  late  entry  would 
severely  disturb  Meeting,  persisted  in  entering  as 
late  as  20  minutes  before  Meeting  was  due  to  end. 

Have  Friends  forgotten  the  meaning  of  silence? 
Do  these  late-arriving  Friends  feel  that  their  entry 
should  not  or  does  not  disturb  those  Friends  al- 
ready in  meditation?  Do  they  feel  that  the  Society 
of  Friends  is  merely  “an  ethical  culture  society 
met  together  for  thinking  about  their  highest 
ideals”  (to  quote  Douglas  Steere  in  his  Three 
Areas  of  Concern)? 

The  fact  is  that  while  worshipping  Friends  are 
not  usually  disturbed  unduly  by  the  noise  of  chil- 
dren or  of  passing  traffic  or  the  sounds  of  nature, 
the  sound  of  a Friend  (or  attender)  arriving  late, 
and  thus  showing  his  unconcern  for  the  sacra- 
mental nature  of  the  silent  worship,  is  extremely 
disturbing.  Here  is  someone  who  does  not  “enter 
a meeting  for  worship  with  the  expectation  that 
something  tremendous  is  going  on.”  ( again  Doug- 
las Steere).  This  person  is  missing  what  Meeting 
has  to  offer,  and  may  even  be  preventing  it  from 
happening. 

I would  like  to  suggest  that  Meetings  having  to 
deal  with  this  problem  establish  a separate  meet- 
ing room  for  those  who  arrive  more  than  15  min- 
utes past  the  meeting  hour,  and  that  a member  of 
Ministry  and  Worship  be  appointed  to  care  for 
this  Meeting.  Ministry  and  Worship  committees 
should  also  labor  with  Friends  and  attendees  to 
help  us  all  understand  and  appreciate  the  spe- 
cial qualities  of  a Friends  Meeting  for  Worship, 
so  that  we  may  all  contribute  to  the  worship  and 
go  out  from  Meeting  spiritually  refreshed  and 
invigorated. 

Let  us  heed  the  statement  posted  in  the  Friends 
Meeting  House  in  Jordans,  England: 

We  are  met  in  a great  task  when  we  meet  to- 
gether in  Worship;  no  less  a task  than  to  realize 
the  Divine  Presence,  and  it  is  our  part  to  make 
ready  for  that  realization  and,  as  far  as  in  us  lies, 
to  create  an  atmosphere  in  which  that  Presence 
and  Power  can  touch  us  into  fuller  life.  When  once 
we  remember  this,  we  cannot  but  approach  the 
occasion  with  reverent  humility  and  expectation, 
and  the  desire  that  nothing  on  our  part  may  hinder 
or  disturb.  It  is  something  holy  and  ivonderful  we 
are  trying  to  build  up  together  — the  consciousness 
of  the  presence  of  God  with  us  here  and  the  reality 
of  Communion  with  Him.

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IMPRESSIONS  OF  YEARLY  MEETING 

I am  sure  everybody  comes  away  from  a Yearly 
Meeting  with  various  impressions,  and  I wish  here 
to  express  some  of  my  reactions. 

It  was  a large  Yearly  Meeting  — nearly  800 
adults,  teenagers  and  youngsters  — in  a very  beau- 
tiful setting  among  the  Moraga  hills.  The  build- 
ings of  St.  Mary’s  College  are  modern,  built 
around  a lovely  chapel,  with  chimes  that  ring  out 
the  hour  and  half  hour. 

As  one  drives  up  the  main  entrance,  the  chapel 
looms  directly  ahead,  with  its  plain  cross.  One  is 
immediately  impressed  with  the  fact  that  this 
chapel  dominates  the  other  classrooms  and  dorms, 
and  is  in  the  center  of  the  building  plan,  indicating 
to  me  that  Christ  is  indeed  the  head  of  the  church. 
Inside,  the  chapel  is  also  lovely,  with  its  stained 
glass  windows,  decorative  altar,  and  practically 
no  statuary. 

Many  Friends  from  Yearly  Meeting  attended 
Mass,  and  many  an  individual  sought  the  peace 
and  quiet  of  the  sanctuary  for  meditation  and 
prayer. 

The  outstanding  fact  to  the  writer  was  that  the 
spirit  of  prayer  was  in  our  midst  from  the  start. 
Could  it  have  been  due  to  our  surroundings,  to 
the  dedicated  young  men  who  studied  there?  Or 
was  it  a sense  of  all  those  present  of  the  sad  days 
in  which  we  live,  and  the  sense  of  urgency,  the 
world  crisis,  and  the  feeling  that  we  are  “standing 
in  the  need  of  prayer”  — that  prayer  could  solve 
problems  the  politicians  had  not  solved? 

I came  away  from  this  Yearly  Meeting  grateful 
and  humbled,  as  I thought  of  Vietnam,  of  India 
and  Pakistan,  and  always  China,  a monumental 
problem,  and  the  violence  in  our  streets. 

A young  Christian  Brother  attended  our  Wor- 
ship-Fellowship group  on  the  last  day,  and  quoted 
Jesus’  words  to  his  parents  after  they  found  him  in 
the  temple:  “Wist  ye  not  that  I must  be  about  my 
Father’s  business?”  Then  the  young  man  queried: 
“What  is  my  business?” 

We  may  well  ask  ourselves  this  question:  are  the 
things  of  the  Kingdom  to  come  first?  “Seek  you 
first  the  Kingdom  of  God,  and  His  righteousness.”
